The applicants' insertion of to less than 0.2% is a new issue requiring further 
consideration and search. This limitation is not found in any of the piending claims 
directly before final rejection and thus constitutes a new issue. 

Claim 20: 

The rejection under 35 (JSC 112 second paragraph has been withdrawn as 
• applicants explain that by acrylic based polymer they mean a polymer comprising one 
monomer. Claim 20 cannot be rejoined because the elected claims to cellulose ether 
as viscosity enhancing agents are still rejected.
